NY AG Invites Price Gouging Complaints 


BY ASSOCIATED PRESS 


N ew York State Attorney General Letitia James 
on Monday invited the state’s residents to re- 
port any price gouging by stores facing shortages 
of painkillers and fever reducers for children. 

The attorney general, a Democrat, issued a con- 
sumer alert amid a surge of cases of the corona- 
virus, RSV and the flu, urging anyone who spots 
gouging to report it to her office amid a national 
shortage of medication for youngsters. 

“This year’s tripledemic is keeping many kids 
and babies sick at home, and families trying to 
care for them are confronting the national short- 
age of children’s Tylenol and other medication,” 
James said. “The last thing any family needs when 


a child spikes a fever or is in pain is to be price 
gouged on the medication they need.” 

She said she was putting profiteers on notice 
that her office is ready to investigate any incidence 
of dramatic price increases. 

She noted that New York law prohibits mer- 
chants from taking unfair advantage of consumers 
by setting unconscionably high prices for anything 
vital to the safety, health and welfare of state resi- 
dents. 

James also cautioned consumers to buy only as 
much children’s medication as they need and not 
to stockpile supplies that might be needed by oth- 
ers. Retailers, she added, are permitted to limit the 
amount of medication that they sell to individual 
consumers when there is limited supply.

Mattituck man was sentenced December 
1 to 4 to 12 years in prison for driv- 

ing drunk-and causing a crash that killed a 
38-year-old pedestrian in Riverhead last 
year. 
Suffolk County Judge Stephen Braslow 
showed leniency in sentencing Matthew 
-Nemschick, 56, less than the prosecutors’ 
recommendation of 6 to 18 years. 

Nemschick faced up to 25 years after 
pleading guilty in May to felony charges of 
aggravated vehicular homicide, vehicular 
manslaughter, and tampering with physical 
evidence, as well as a misdemeanor count of 
reckless driving, court records show. 

Nemschick was driving on Main Street 
when he struck the victim shortly after 10 
p.m. on February 11, 2021, Riverhead Town 
Police have said. The victim was taken to 
Peconic Bay Medical Center, where he later 
died of his injuries. Police reportedly identi- 
fied the victim as Alexander Lopez Guzman, 
who was homeless.

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THE LITTLE WINDMILL THAT COULD

If you call East Hampton Village, 
you'll get a recorded message: 

“Thank you for calling the Village of 
East Hampton, America’s most beau- 
tiful village ...” 

Who has declared it that? Well, if 
you must know, I did. And I am not 
proud of it. It was sort of an error. 

It happened in the 1960s, when I 
first started publishing Dan’s Papers. 

Over the years, working as the edi- 
tor of the paper, I became one of those 
trying to help plan this community’s 
future. One year, after learning the 
Coast Guard had ordered the Montauk 
Lighthouse torn down to be replaced 
by a steel tower as a belt-tightening 
measure, I organized a protest on the 
lighthouse grounds attended by thou- 
sands, which resulted in the Coast 
Guard canceling that order. 

Sometime later, after learning that 
an oil company wanted to tear down 
one of the big white historic mansions 
standing at the crossroads of down- 
town Bridgehampton and _ replace 
it with a gas station, I asked read- 
ers to boycott that oil company until 
the company officials changed their 
minds. And some years after that, my 
stories helped save a second mansion 
and build a replica of a third. Today, 
these three buildings serve as the 
grand center of downtown. 


But then there was the summer 
where I inaccurately announced that 
one of the largest magazines in the 
country, one with millions of readers, 
had declared East Hampton “Ameri- 
ca’s Most Beautiful Village.” 

Here’s how that happened. 

That summer, covering the Ladies 
Village Improvement Society fair 
at Mulford Farm for the pa- 
per, I overheard the woman 
who was the president of 
that organization — talk- 
ing to a friend. There was 
very good news about East 
Hampton. 

“East Hampton won a na- 
tional contest held by The Saturday 
Evening Post,” she said. The Satur- 
day Evening Post was one of the most 
popular magazines in the country. 
“They ve declared us the most beauti- 
ful village in America!” 

As a result of this, I wrote a story 
about what had likely won this honor 
for us. 

Main Street East Hampton was a 
grand thoroughfare, the broadest on 
the East End, lined on both sides for 
its entire length with enormous elm 
trees. Their tops arched across the 


road to create a dark and magnificent 


leafy tunnel under which cars and 
trucks could pass. (Many of these gi- 
ants had to be taken down, victims 
of Dutch Elm disease. And in their 
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place are a smaller kind of elm, not as 


‘grand, but immune to Dutch Elm.) 


In addition, Main Street had three 
giant and historic 18th-century wind- 
mills along its length, their blades 
rising even higher than the elms. And 
they are gorgeous. Main Street was 
and is also home to two town greens, 

three beautiful old churches, the 

~ town pond, and at each end a 

cemetery where the tomb- 

stones date back to 1650. 

No other village in 

America had such a lovely 

downtown. It is something 

which, you would think, 

would cause the general public 

in America to select this town as the 
most beautiful village in America. 

After I wrote about that magazine’s 
contest, that slogan began to appear 
over and over again in magazines, 
newspapers, leaflets and booklets 
about the area. I felt proud to have 
called the community’s attention to 
this. 

But then, around 1990, I got a letter 
from a man who said he had worked 
for The Saturday Evening Post for 
40 years. He said that at no time had 
there ever been a contest that resulted 
in East Hampton Village being de- 
clared the most beautiful village in 
America. 

“If it had happened,” he wrote, “I 
would have known about it.” 


Could this be true? I was stunned. 
I decided to go to the largest library 
I knew — the New York City Public 
Library on 42nd Street in Manhattan. 
Surely they would have all that maga- 
zine’s back issues. If there had been a 
contest, I would find it. 

Librarians there directed me to 
their periodicals annex library just 
across the street, where all back is- 
sues of magazines were collected. And 
there, I spent an entire day doing this 
search. I looked through every issue 
for the prior 40 years, checking con- 
tents pages for stories about a contest. 
And I found nothing. Perhaps it was 
in other magazines. I tried Fortune. 
Holiday. Travel + Leisure. Nothing 
and nothing. 

Back in East Hampton, I decided to 
not write about what I had learned. 
And today, for the first time, I am 
revealing the truth. Let’s just not tell 
anybody. Perhaps I missed it. 

These days, you can drive down 
Main Street in East Hampton any 
evening and see the blades of each 
of these three windmills lit up with 
tiny strings of lights. They are lit like 
this not just for the holiday season 
but year-round. And yes, there are 
windmills in other towns — the East 
End towns have the largest collec- 
tion of these historic windmills in the 
country — but no town has more than 
one except East Hampton, which has 
three. ; 

A few people have written that they 
think the lighting on our three wind- 
mills together with the lights wrapped 
around the streetlight poles on Main 
Street are “garish” and “crude” and 
“like Las Vegas.” Bah! Humbug! 

Most people think the joyful display 
of our town’s treasures is appropriate. 
After all, since the village has been de- 
clared the most beautiful in America, 
we should showcase it. 

And let’s get those white swans back 
in Town Pond. Swans used to nest in 
the pond year after year. But several 
years ago, a now-retired mayor or- 


~ dered all the natural underwater veg- 


etation removed from the pond. It was 
seen to be contaminated. As a result 
of this poking around in their habitat, 
the swans left. 

We need to return some goop, then 
hire a group of determined local citi- 
zens, vigilantes if you will, to go out 
with nets, lassoes, tasers and potato 
sacks to round two of them up, gently, 
of course, and take them, a male and 
a female — blindfolded if necessary — 
back to where they belong. 

- Bingo. They’ll see our beautiful 
pond. And they'll build a nest, lay 
eggs, raise cygnets and live happily 
ever after.

ZELDIN LOSES 

U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), 
who represented the East End since 
2015, decided against seeking re- 
election and instead made a failed gu- 
bernatorial bid to unseat Democratic 
Gov. Kathy Hochul. 

Although the congressman came up 
short on Election Day, the Republican 
originally seen as a longshot turned 
the race competitive by focusing on 
the public’s fears of rising crime. 
Among the examples was a shooting 
that occurred outside of his own home 
while his teenage daughters were 
home and he was out campaigning. 

After conceding the election, Zeldin 
briefly entertained the idea of running 


to be the next chair of the Republican 
National Committee, but ultimately 
opted against it. 


NICK LALOTA 


LALOTA WINS 

Winning the ist Congressional Dis- 
trict. seat that Zeldin left vacant was 
Nicholas LaLota, a Republican former 
Suffolk County Board of Elections 
official and ex-Village of Amityville 
trustee. wee 

LaLota rode the red wave to vic- 
tory over Suffolk Legislator Bridget 
Fleming (D-Noyac), who was mak- 
ing her second run for the seat. He is 
slated to be sworn in January 3, when 
he will join the incoming Republican 
majority taking over the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 

The district he represents was re- 
drawn this year to include the entire 
North Shore of Suffolk, plus the East 
End.

CYBERATTACK INSANITY 

Hackers demanding Suffolk County 
pay $2.5 million in ransom following 
the September 8 cyberattack accessed 
computer networks though the River- 
head-based county clerk’s computers 
thanks in part to an ex-employee’s il- 
legal bitcoin mining, a report showed. 

Officials blamed technical vulner- 
abilities on a former information tech- 
nology deputy commissioner who was 
arrested last year for allegedly install- 
ing hidden computers in the clerk’s 
office in a scheme to mine bitcoin — 
the process in which cryptocurrency 
transactions recorded — and his boss

who officials said failed to catch his 
deputy’s alleged scheme or the ensu- 
ing cyberattack partly done in the 
deputy’s name. 

Peter Schlussler, the IT director for 
the county clerk’s office, was put on 
paid leave amid the ongoing response 
and Christopher Naples, the former 
deputy from Mattituck, was fired after 
being charged with public corruption, 
grand larceny, computer trespass, 
and official misconduct in September 
2021. He pleaded not guilty and his 
case is pending; but nobody has been 
charged with the attack itself.

SHARK SUMMER 

Although there were no attacks on 
the East End, the region was on high 
alert after an unprecedented six shark 
attacks reported in three weeks — 
two of which occurred on the same 


day — in the waters off Long Island’s . 


beaches had beachgoers, officials and 
lifeguards on high alert this summer. 
The string of bites, none of which 
proved fatal, comes a year after doz- 
ens of shark sightings prompted local 
officials to step up patrols to alert the 
public. Several shark sightings off the 
Hamptons fueled the fear that the at- 


tacks, most of which occurred on Fire 


Island, might come east. 
Theories as to why include warm- 
ing ocean temperatures, water qual- 


ity improving and an increase in the 


amount of bunker fish that sharks eat. 
Experts say sharks typically do not 
attack humans without provocation, 
and when they do, it’s usually caused 
by mistaken identity or fear.

New York State regulators gave — 
weed dealers the green light to set up 
shop, but local municipalities in the 
East End’s pot district have yet to ap- 

_ prove locations establishing the state’s 
first-ever legal recreational marijuana 
dispensaries. - 

Of the 36 licenses that the state Can- 
nabis Control Board (CCB) approved 
statewide on November 21, six of the 
winning entities are to do business on 
Long Island. Only four town govern- 
ments on Long Island — Riverhead, 
Southampton, Brookhaven and Baby- 
lon — decided not to opt out of allow- 
ing pot shops and cannabis cafes to 
operate within their borders, but none 
have received paperwork seeking to 
open brick-and-mortar locations from 
the new retail licensees. 

Delivery, however, is expected to 
begin in the coming weeks and will 
not be limited to the towns that opted — 
in, officials say.

CHIEF TROUBLES 

The Southold Town Board unani- - 
mously reinstated Southold Police 
Chief Martin Flatley on October 23 
after he was suspended for quashing 
community complaints about a large 
party two years ago. 

While the top cop is back on the job, 
four other town employees remain 
subjects of an ongoing investigation 
that could result in disciplinary action 
pending hearings to be adjudicated by 
the town board at a later date. 

The complaints police ignored were 
about a large group of people attend- 
ing a retirement party for then-Sgt. 
Steven Zuhoski, in violation of New 
York State social distancing mandates 
that were in effect during the first 
wave of the coronavirus pandemic in

Flatley will retire in 2024 under the

TAX TIME 

East End voters approved a pro- 
posal to create a new real estate tax to 
form the Community Housing Fund 
that will enable local governments to 
financially support affordable hous- 
ing projects.

the five Twin Forks towns. Riverhead 
did not have the measure up for a 
vote, but can choose to do so in the 


future. The CHF enacts a 0.5% real. 


estate transfer tax on property sales. 

The idea is modeled after the Com- 
munity Preservation Fund, which 
created a 2% real estate tax 20 years 
ago that enables local governments to 
preserve open space. 


HIGH AND DRY 

A lack of rainfall on led to a severe 
drought on the East End, which had a 
ripple effect across the region. 

The Suffolk County Water Author- 
ity warned that too many homeown- 
ers increased the amount of sprinkler 
usage to compensate, which strained 
the water system. And farmers saw 


- some produce grow to smaller sizes as 


a result of the conditions. 

But North Fork vineyards were 
happy, as droughts are known to 
produce above-average wines. And 
the region’s new marijuana farmers 
found the crop also fared well in dry 
weather. 

The South Fork remained in a mod- 
erate drought and the North Fork 
continued to be abnormally dry as of 
December 20, according to the U.S. 
Drought Monitor.

The plan drew seven law- 
suits filed by more than 30 plaintiffs 
combined. One of those lawsuits was 
dropped last month after a Suffolk 
County court judge issued an injunc- 
tion, which the town is appealing, that

environmental review. 

The town is now planning an envi- 
ronmental review in a bid to revive its 
plan.

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With Many Successes in 2022, Peconic 
Land Trust Readies for 40th Year

yg Peconic Land Trust readies to celebrate 
its 40th anniversary in 2023, it ends 2022 with 
some major acquisitions. 

“It’s been a productive year,” agrees Yvette DeBow 
Salsedo, vice president of the Peconic Land Trust in 
a recent interview. 

“We've seen, across Long Island, substantive 
interest in land conservation as people have been 
connecting with the farms, outdoor recreation, 
and open vistas. We are buoyed by the enthusiasm 
in support, not only for acquisitions, but also in 
terms of improving our trail systems, opening up 
more lands to the public, improving water quality 
of coastal ponds, and supporting food programs 
that make the incredible vegetables and fruit we 
are growing here available to more members of our 
community,” she says. 

Over its 40 years of preservation work on the East 
End, the nonprofit organization has seen “ebbs and 
flows in conservation,” Salsedo explains. “Most of 
this relates to opportunity. For conservation. to 
happen, it takes many people — including land- 
owners, donors, neighbors and public partners. We 
approach our work from a problem-solving perspec- 
tive, always looking for win-win outcomes.” 

John v.H. Halsey and a small group of local resi- 
dents established the Peconic Land Trust in 1983 to 
help protect Long Island’s working farms, natural 
lands and heritage. Over 13,000 acres of land have 
been protected since and millions of dollars have 
been raised with private funds. There is a miscon- 


ception amongst the public that the Peconic Land . 


Trust receives money from the Peconic Bay Region- 
al Community Preservation Fund’s 2% transfer tax 
— that money goes to municipalities, not the land 
trust. 
Salsedo says the land trust is “nimble enough 
to act when opportunities present themselves and 
time is of the essence,” pointing to acquisitions like 


Sugar Loaf Hill in Southampton, once sacred burial — 


ground of the Shinnecock people that many fought 
to save from further development. In 2021, the trust 
acquired 4.6 acres at the peak of Sugar Loaf Hill 
with the Southampton Town Board simultaneously 
purchasing the development rights. Roger Waters, 
of Pink Floyd fame who has a house in Bridgehamp- 
ton, provided a large portion of the funds the trust 
needed to not only buy the property but to restore it 
to its natural state. 

“Because of donor and community support, the 
trust has seen an inflow of dollars from grants and 
foundations to support these initiatives,” Salsedo 
says. 

Looking back at 2022, among the Hees acquisi- 
tions was the purchase of the Deep Hole Creek prop- 
erty in Mattituck: The trust closed on the 14.94-acre 


farm at 4180 New Suffolk Avenue in June, paying 
$2.85 million. Over the better part of two years, 
the land trust raised over $652,000 toward the 
purchase price and took out a loan for the rest. The 
Town of Southold also simultaneously purchased 
the development rights. 

The land trust is considered an interim owner. 
This fall, the trust issued a request for proposals 
for the property and has since selected a farmer to 
be its steward; the two are in contract, according to 
Salsedo, who did not elaborate further. Stay tuned, 
she says. 


Over on the South Fork, the land trust, in equal. 


partnership with the Town of East Hampton, 


~ bought what is now called the Jones Creek Preserve 


in April. It has been on the market for $11.75 mil- 
lion, but despite multiple bids, including reported 
interest from Beyoncé and Jay-Z who are neighbors, 
Ana Meier, the daughter of world-renowned archi- 
tect Richard Meier, and her husband Daniel Creigh- 
ton sold 18 Jones Creek Lane for $8.5 million. 

The town used funds from its Community Pres- 
ervation Fund for the 2.71-acre vacant parcel, while 
the trust tapped into money provided by Andrew 
Davis, trustee of the Shelby Cullom Davis Chari- 
table Fund. 

“The property is a beautiful pristine piece along 
the Jones Creek which flows into (Georgica) pond. 
As we know, the ponds are stressed by contami- 
nants and to preserve this piece and eliminate a po- 
tential housing development is important in terms 
of helping the pond’s ecosystem,” Salsedo says of the 
purchase. 

Nearby, the land trust also worked this year 
to improve access and signage at Georgica Pond 
Preserve. The 1.4-acre parcel, acquired in 2020, 
is located on the corner of Montauk Highway and 
Wainscott Stone Road in Wainscott. The property 
has been turned into a preserve with pathways, sig- 
nage and benches. This year, more work was done 
to restore the land with native meadow plantings. 

“We do hear of folks coming and enjoying the 
preserve. We are planning a few educational pro- 
grams at the preserve in the new year to talk more 
about water quality and steps homeowners can take 
to improve the quality of our surface and drinking 
waters,” Salsedo says of the ongoing effort with the 
Town of East Hampton and the Friends of Georgica 
Pond Foundation to reduce the stormwater run- 
off into the pond from the roads and surrounding 
properties. 

“Also, we are partnering with Cornell, Stony 
Brook University, Friends of Georgica Pond, and the 
Town of East Hampton on water quality initiatives, 
which include septic system upgrades, research of 
groundwater/surface runoff, and restoration.” 


As for other projects undertaken this year, a half- - 


mile trail connecting the Harold A. Reese Preserve 
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and the Wolf Preserve in Southold was completed — 


over the summer. The trails at the two preserves 
were also widened to six feet to accommodate 
wheelchairs and strollers. _ 

The trust acquired the Reese Preserve, which 
totals 29.8 acres on the Great Hog Neck Peninsula, 
in November 2020. The property, named after the 
seller’s father, Harold A. Reese, was made possible 


by the Reese family’s choice of a bargain sale, and - 


also by accessing a line-of-credit provided by an 
anonymous donor to the trust. Mainly woodland, 
with a one-acre freshwater wetlands, access can be 
found at 8360 N. Bayview Road. 

The Wolf Preserve, open to the public since 2006, 
is a 20-acre parcel along Main Bayview Road. “We 


have been planning an accessible trail system for 


a few years at the Wolf Preserve. The stewardship 
team had been working with a landscape architect 
consultant on the design,” Salsedo says. Work began 
in 2020. 

“When we acquired the Reese property, it was 
a natural extension for the trails system. The first 


trail at Wolf was blazed in 2020, followed by two 


‘more loops in 2021, and then, in 2022 the Reese 


loop. The funding for the trail system was raised 
privately and through grant funding from the ine 
Trust Alliance,” she says. - 


As the Peconic Land Trust looks forward to 2023, 


it expects.to close on the 38-acre Condzella fam- 
ily farm in Wading River, forever protecting it for 
agricultural use. “Due to a huge outpouring of sup- 
port this April, we were able to reach our goal of 
$305,000,” the land trust announced recently. 

“As we look into the new year, there are a num- 
ber of ongoing projects as well as prospects in the 
works, but we never count our chickens until they 
hatch,” she continues. “Some projects require us 
to be patient and consistent for years, while others 
may just take months to complete.

values of the land they own.” 

The land trust expects to roll out a new fundrais- 
ing effort to renovate Bridge Gardens in Bridge- 
hampton to make it more accessible and to sup- 
port more educational programs centered around 
gardening and sustainable land management, land 
conservation and healthy food. “This effort will fo- 
cus on both the building and the garden grounds,” 
she explains.

ooking back at the past year, 2022 felt, mostly, 

like a return to normal for the East End art 
world — for the first time since 2020, every moment 
wasn't defined by post-pandemic openings and de- 
buts. The big events were back, all venues were open 
and our creative endeavors continued as they did in 
that innocent time before. 

Twelve months goes by fast, but it’s also hard to 
believe so many of these moments happened within 
this relatively short span of time, especially the dif- 
ficult ones. 


THOSE WE LOST 

It’s hard to feel celebratory when considering the 
losses and realization that some of our most gifted 
and beloved friends have shuffled off this mortal 
coil, leaving those of us who remain with a little less 
beauty and wonder. But we also find joy and smiles 
in remembering, and knowing that their art lives 
on, in whatever form it took. 

The great, award-winning Broadway and film de- 
signer Tony Walton died on March 2 at the age of 
87 having lived a long and prosperous life that was 
just one Grammy short of an EGOT. With 16 Tony 
nominations (and three wins), five Academy Award 
nods, including a win for All That Jazz in 1979, and 
an Emmy for the 1985 Death of a Salesman TV 
mini-series — few have accomplished more. 

Just two days later, came the shocking and unex- 
pected loss of painter Daniel Pollera who died at 
age 68 on March 4. The East Quogue and Baldwin 
Harbor artist painted more Dan’s Papers covers 
than just about anyone, and his masterful talent 
was only rivaled by his lovely personality. We al- 
ready miss him terribly. 

Others we lost included Amagansett Law & Or- 
der actress Joan Copeland who died at age 99 in 
January, Hampton Bays resident and Southampton 
gallerist Peter Marcelle died at 65 in March, Sag 
Harbor author and historian Dennis Longwell 
died at 83 in April, Springs poet Cy Perchik died 
at 98 in June, and art historian Alex Rosenberg 
was 103 when he died in July. 


TECHSPRESSIONISM 
This year was full of magnificent exhibitions and

shows at galleries and museums across the Hamp- 
tons and North Fork, but one stood out as especially 
important. As we said when it opened at Southamp- 
ton Arts Center in April, Techspressionism — Digi- 


tal & Beyond presented a new, locally founded art - 


movement that has about as good a chance as any to 
become part of the historical lexicon. 


Led by painter Colin Goldberg, the movement 
even had scholar Helen Harrison in their corner, 
helping to define it as “an artistic approach in which 
technology is utilized as a means to express emo- 


tional experience.” The show featured work by more __ 


than 90 artists from more than 20 countries, and 
even if it wasn’t to your liking, you had to respect the

ambition and hustle. 

_ Additional standout shows included Dan’s Rei- 
magined — a celebration of Dan’s Papers covers 
from the past 35 years, as interpreted by East End 
Arts members at their Riverhead gallery; and OUT- 
CROPPING: Indigenous Art Now at Southampton - 
Arts Center, which marked the first fully Indige- 
nous-focused exhibition in the Hamptons. 


STARGAZER REBORN 
The restoration of Linda Scott’s iconic “Stargazer” 
sculpture — a 50-foot red deer with a branch in its 
mouth at DeLalio Sod Farms in Manorville — was fi- 
nally completed in November, bringing it back even 
better than its original form in 1991. David Morris, 
partner of Scott, the late artist who died in 2015, 
was able to maintain her legacy thanks in large part 
to generous donors such as Harvey Manes, FLAG 
Art Foundation and Stucco of the Hamptons. And 
the new construction will keep it standing for much 
longer than the materials used more than 30 years 
ago allowed. 


DALE CHIHULY 
AT HAMPTON SYNAGOGUE 

_ It was quite an achievement when Hampton Syna- 
gogue managed to get the world’s most famous glass 
artist Dale Chihuly to provide the art for their new 
expansion in Westhampton Beach. The new Jack’s 
House children’s center features two stories with 
reception and exhibition halls, music and dance 
studios, culinary studio, children’s library, the Bar- 
net Family Children’s Chapel, and more than 30 
Chihuly glass installations with even more expected 
through summer 2023. ; 

His beautiful “Hampton Fiori Window” pieces 
appear like flowers floating along the walls and 
windows of the Barnet Family Children’s Chapel, 
and “Eternal Light” presents a hanging lantern in 
the form of the artist’s iconic chandeliers using gold 
glass. Finally, Chihuly added a stunning menorah 
across the chapel windows in blue and white glass. 

“And now we have the Temple menorah, which 
represents the past, the present and the future,” 
Rabbi Marc Schneier said, describing just a small 
_ part of the rich symbolism in Chihuly’s work, add- 
ing, “Every facet of these glass installations tells a 
very powerful and meaningful story.” 
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TECHSPRESSIONISM EXHIBITION AT SOUTHAMPTON 
ARTS CENTER 


EAST END ART SCENE 
STANDS FOR UKRAINE 
Despite the thousands of miles separating us, when 
Russia invaded Ukraine in February, it didn’t take 
long for East End artists and arts institutions to re- 
spond and attempt to help by raising huge sums of 
money. The Suffolk in Riverhead held a sold-out All 
for Ukraine concert on March 27 bringing in $35,000 
for relief efforts. Greenport Art & Design Emporium 
owner Walter de Groot bought 20 oil paintings by 
Ukrainian artists a decade ago, and he sold them in 
2022 with 100% of proceeds going toward evacuation 
and rescue efforts, and the Tikva Children’s Home or- 
phanage. In April, Bay Street Theater in Sag Harbor 
put on a Concert for Ukraine, featuring noted Ukrai- 
nian pianist Dr. Taras Filenko. 
Also in the historic whaling village, more than 100

artists joined The Church and Sag Harbor galleries, 
including Romany Kramoris, Grenning, Keyes Art 
and Sara Nightingale, in an Art for Ukraine auction. 
Later in April, William Ris Gallery in Jamesport put 
up Hearts & Souls: An Exhibit of Solidarity with 30 
artists donating a portion of their proceeds to Razom 
for Ukraine. 

In August, husband and wife Olexander Klimenko 
and Sonia Atlantova showed 13 pieces from their 
“icons on ammunition boxes” series at the Watermill 
Center with all proceeds going to Ukraine’s Pirogov 
First Volunteer Mobile Hospital. In October, artist Ted 
Hartley's Stories in Color at Keyes Art Gallery in Sag 
Harbor included his Ukraine Series, with proceeds 
benefiting the Olena Zelenska Foundation, a charity 
providing medicine, education, and humanitarian 
aid in the war torn country.

Honoring This 
Week’s Cover Artist: 
Giancarlo Impiglia 


GIANCARLO IMPIGLIA

Ca week's cover features the iconic art of painter 
and sculptor Giancarlo Impiglia. Longtime Dan’s 
Papers readers have undoubtedly seen his past covers 
in 2017, 2015 and 2013. 

Born in Rome in 1940, Impiglia later studied at the 
Academy of Fine Arts of Rome, specializing in mosa- 
ics and murals, before opening a graphic design studio 
where he created posters and record covers for well- 
known musicians. He was an artist of the Arte Povera 
(“poor art”) movement in the 1960s, where he created 
his first “Blue Jeans” assemblages that commented on 
the globalizing effect of mass marketing. 

Impiglia moved to New York in the 1970s. There, he 
continued his “Blue Jeans” series, which would gradu- 
ally shift to focus on and critique the Vietnam War. He 
began to establish his signature style with-influences 
from Futurism and Cubism, creating a contemporary 
Art Deco aesthetic with bold colors and hard-edged 
abstract figures. 

In his artist bio, Impiglia writes that his works are 
not simply beautiful for the sake of beauty; in fact, his 
figurative works have much more to say about soci-

ety: “Their deliberate beauty is a critique on society’s 
preoccupation with materialism and superficiality, as 
beneath this facade lies the true meaning of his work: 
Each figure is depicted as indifferent, faceless satires 
defined entirely by the folds of their gowns and the 
glitter of their jewelry.” His bio goes on to explain that 
the figures, acting as an extension of his critique and 
a representation of society, are intended to blend into 
the background, without identities, ambitions or de- 
sires to speak of. 

While he is well-known for his signature style, Im- 
piglia has never been limited to it. He routinely finds 
new ways to express his thoughts and concerns about 
contemporary culture. His “Camouflage” series — as 
seen on the August 21, 2015 cover of Dan’s Papers — 
offers particularly biting commentary informed by his 
Italian heritage and classical education. 

“For almost four decades I have been creating 
unique paintings, sculptures and assemblages free of 
established trends and tastes, part of an ever-evolving 
vision that harnesses my classical education and fas- 
cination with modernism,” Impiglia says. “I believe 
the artist has an essential role to play on the socio-po- 
litical stage, so within all my work is not only my pas- 
sion and attempt to find beauty, but also my concerns 
about contemporary society.” ; 

The artwork of Giancarlo Impiglia has been ex- 
hibited around the globe and has been showcased 
in the collections of institutions such as the Victoria 
and Albert Museum (featuring a 1982 poster for the 
United Nations’ March for Peace) and the Absolut Art 
Collection (featuring a 1991 Absolut Vodka ad that was 
part of a campaign showcasing artists such as Andy 
Warhol). He is represented by Counterpoint Con- 
temporary Fine Art in Bridgehampton and has been

included in multiple 2022 exhibitions at The White 
Room Gallery, also in Bridgehampton. 

His art has also been compiled in three publications 
— Giancarlo Impiglia: Recent Work in 1982, The Art 
of Giancarlo Impiglia in 1995 and Giancarlo Impiglia: 
Paintings for the Queens & Collected Works in 2012.

he year 2022 saw a lot develop- 


ment in the East End food and 


wine scene — new restaurants open- 
ings, vineyards under new ownership 
and a few eatery closures, as well. 
Overall, the outlook was positive as 
pandemic-era safety precautions were 
largely left in the past and perks like 
alcohol takeout and delivery were al- 
lowed to remain. 

In addition to these developments, 
Dan’s Papers profiled local restaura- 
teurs who’ve made an impact in their 
community and those breaking onto 
national television screens. Dan’s 
even launched new foodie events, 
adding Dan’s Bubbles to the growing 
roster of Dan’s Taste Summer Series 
events including Dan’s GrillHampton, 
Chefs of the North Fork, Chefs of the 
Hamptons and Rosé Soirée. 

As we look ahead to 2023, here are 
some of the most memorable stories of 
2022. 


The Eccentric Bagel Debuts on 
Shelter Island 

It’s strange to think that towns ex- 
ist on Long Island with no bagel shops 
to speak of, and until April 2022, that 
was the case for the Town of Shelter 
Island. That is, until Darryn and Amy 
Weinstein decided to do something 


about that. Nicknamed the “eccentric 
millionaire” by Shelter Islander lo- 
cals, Darryn had long bemoaned the 
strange absence of a dedicated bagel 
store and after seven years of week- 
ending there, he finally opened The 
Eccentric Bagel. 

Working on their first business ven- 
ture together, Darryn and Amy took 
charge of the halves of the business 
that best suited their talents: Darryn 
worked the backend ordering, staffing 
and bagel prep, while Amy managed 
the frontend design, merchandising 
and social media. They launched with 
eccentric bagel flavors like za’atar and 
jalapefio-cheddar, as well as limited- 
edition bagel dogs made with srira- 
cha, blue cheese and bacon. 


Serving the Hamptons at Zach 
Erdem’s 75 Main 

In April 2022, Discovery+ aired 
the premiere episode of Serving the 
Hamptons, which centers on the res- 


taurant staff at Southampton hot spot - 


75 Main, as well as the restaurateur at 
the helm, Zach Erdem. The five-ep- 
isode show, while not unique in con- 
cept, offered an exclusive behind-the- 
scenes look at the, albeit dramatized, 
lives of Hamptons restaurant workers. 

For those who’ve. seen Erdem’s

To summarize 
Erdem’s origin story, he grew up a 
poor farmer in Turkey, moved to New 
York with no money and no home, be- 


came a dishwasher at what would later _ 


become his iconic 75 Main. Whether 
reality television is one’s cup of tea 
or not shouldn’t detract from how in- 
spiring Erdem’s road to Serving the 
Hamptons is. Season two comes to 
HBO Max this March. 


East End Food Institute Plans 
Riverhead Hub 

This year, Amagansett-based non- 
profit organization East End Food 
Institute announced plans to build a 
multi-faceted food hub in Riverhead. 
With the new East End Food Hub, the 
East End Food Institute, which com- 
prises more than 150 farmer and food 
business owners as members, intends 
to centralize their food processing 
and distribution procedures, to aid lo- 
cal food producers in marketing their 
products and to relocate their head- 
quarters to the newly renovated space.

very now and then you get 

the chance to sample a wine 
that’s just super special and really 
stands alone. The Wolffer Estate 
red blend Fatalis Fatum 2019 is 
one of those wines. This is a Bor- 
deaux-style blend that may well 
have you feeling transported to 
the storied wine region in France. 
It comprises sustainably farmed 
grapes. The composition is: 63% 
merlot, 26.4% cabernet Franc, 
8.9%- cabernet sauvignon and 


1.7% petit verdot. The wine spent 
20 months in French oak and 
once opened and tasted will most 
definitely spend very little time in 
the bottle. 

It is lovely in the glass. A beauti- 
ful garnet ring lies above the deep 
purple wine. When first opened, 
the nose is of bright, fresh cher- 
ry. The palate has light notes of 
earth, tobacco and licorice. This 
medium-bodied wine is layered 


and structured with an elegant: 


yet assertive finish. 
While this wine pairs beauti- 
fully with foods such as red or 


gamey meats, rich mushroom 
dishes and aged cheeses, it is 
absolutely, decadently delicious 
with dark chocolate. And it also 
drinks beautifully on its own.

Set yourself up for 
self-care success this time and consider making small, 
meaningful adjustments in the new year that help you 
to move toward what you truly value. 


So, what's getting in the way of change? According to ~ 
a study in Psychology Today it investigated new year’s 
resolutions: 


55.2 percent are health-related (31.3. percent exercise, 
10.4 percent healthy eating, and 13.5 percent healthier 
habits) 


34.4 percent are work-related (20.8 percent save money, 
12.5 percent get out of debt, 1 percent get organized) 


5.2 percent are social goals (2.1 percent spend time 
with family, 3.1 percent enjoy life) 


The study found that both enjoyment and importance 
have an impact on successful adherence with resolu- 
tion. However, researchers found that only enjoyment 
predicted long-term success. The implication here is 
significant, in that it suggests we are not likely to follow 
through with a health or behavior change even if it’s 


clearly an important pursuit. Rather, the change must 
be enjoyable enough to keep us inspired to stick with it. 


In order to set yourself up for success, it is important 
to make sure any goals you set are in line with your 
values and are not simply in response to pressure from 
the media, friends, or family members. Think about 
who will be the most satisfied when you reach the goal: 
you or someone else? 


Reframe with realistic intentions and expectations 
when it comes to understanding and being aware of 
your self-care goals. Importantly, when we decide to 
set goals, ensure they are specific, measurable, and 
attainable. Be clear about what you plan to work 
toward. For example, it’s much easier to work toward 
a quantified 10-pound weight loss goal than its to “get 
into shape” 


Consider how to define the small successes in the 
journey toward the goal (pounds lost, time spent on 
a project or activity, number of pages written for your 
new book, starting an exercise program, creating 
mindfulness, meditation space, changing your habits 
and patterns using baby steps, being aware of your ~ 
inner dialogue, believing in yourself having faith in 
your journey etc.... 


Starting smaller is better when starting out to accom- 
plish a big goal. It can be challenging to get started, . 
especially if that goal seems overwhelming or too far 
off from your starting point. If the concrete, measura- 
ble new year’s resolution seems like a year long chore 


that you dread, maybe you will decide instead to set 


new year's intentions. 


Intentions are more qualitative, progress oriented, or 
energy-based plans that offer the reward of the journey 
rather than the destination. An example might be to 
set the intention to focus on self -compassion in the 


year ahead as opposed to setting the goal to exercise

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High Profile: Dr. David Buchin,

r. David Buchin, MD is Long Is- 
land’s leading name in bariatric 
surgery. Dr. Buchin, who leads Long 
Island Obesity Surgery and is the di- 
rector of the Huntington Hospital at 
Northwell Health Bariatric Depart- 
ment, has made a career in helping 
Long Islanders lose weight and begin 
new chapters of health in their lives. 
As a physician, Buchin has received 
much acclaim, especially from those 
who he has helped. Over his years 
in practice, he has been on the fore- 
front of the field of weight loss sur- 
gery, helping people advance their 
journey towards fitness. Buchin has 
completed more than 5,000 success- 
ful weight loss surgeries throughout 
his career, which has helped allevi- 
ate the adverse health impacts of 
obesity. 

It’s no secret that the United States 
is in the midst of an obesity epidemic. 
In fact, nearly 42% of Americans are 
obese, according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. Of 
all times of the calendar year, the pe- 
riod where most attention is placed 
on weight loss is the holidays, as peo- 
ple begin to craft their New Year’s 
resolutions. 

Atop the list of New Year’s resolu- 
tions is most often weight loss and 
getting in shape. While each January 
comes and people begin diets and 
exercise, for some, achieving their 
healthy weight has been unachiev- 
able. Those who have had little suc- 
cess in their previous attempts have 
turned to Buchin’s expertise, making 
him the steward of change for count- 
less Long Islanders who seek to slen- 
der down. 

One shining example of this was 
a recent effort by Buchin to help our 
community’s heroes: volunteer fire- 
fighters. In 2021, Dr. David Buchin 
assisted nine Huntington Manor 
Firefighters with their weight loss 
journey. Collectively, the nine fire- 
fighters lost more than 2,000 lbs., 
kept it off, and returned to fire-fight- 
ing shape.

“These members lost a literal ton 
of weight. In addition to looking and 
feeling great, their weight-related 
health conditions became a thing of 
the past. They are now empowered, 
they’ve taken back their lives, and 
can do their job as first respond- 


ers even better as a result,” Buchin - 


continues. 

As of December 2022, he has now 
completed more than two dozen suc- 
cessful weight loss surgeries for local 
firefighters and emergency medical 
technicians. 

Buchin specializes in more than 
just one type of weight loss surgery. 
In fact, he does many. Long Island 
Obesity Surgery specializes in gas- 
tric bypass surgery, gastric sleeve 
surgery, single anastomosis duode- 
nal intestinal bypass (SADI), gastric 
band, and overstitch surgeries. 

Buchin is also seasoned in what 
is known as “revision” surgeries. In 
these cases, when a previous weight 
loss surgery performed by another 
surgeon was unsuccessful, Buchin af- 
fords those patients a second chance. 


He often sees patients who, for vari- 
ous reasons, may not have met their 
original weight loss goals or, have 
had temporary weight loss following 
their previous weight loss surgery 
but regained the weight in the years 
thereafter. 

Hope is not lost for these patients. 
Buchin carefully explains the pro- 
cedures and risk factors to patients, 
and helps them understand the ben- 
efits that would come from a revision 
surgery. Seeing this type of patient 
more frequently as of late, Buchin’s 
revisions have helped people finally 
turn the stubborn page of weight 
loss. 

“People who struggle with weight 
loss are often dealing with the in- 
ability to do the things they love. 
Whether it’s play with their children 
in their backyards, hike, play recre- 
ational sports or go for long walks,” 
Buchin says. 

“What we do is work with those 
who are sometimes discouraged by 
the lack of success of their previous

tinues. 

Buchin’s success story is the epit- 
ome of the American dream. He and 
his family fled persecution in Soviet 
Russia, to pursue a better life in the 
United States. As an infant, he and 
his family came to New York and 
settled here. He would attend school © 
in the United States and pursue his 
medical degree. Since an early age, 
Buchin was determined to become — 
a surgeon, inspired by his father, a 
mechanic. 

“When I was young, my father was 
a mechanic, so I learned from him 
about working on cars. Taking them 
apart, and putting them back to- 
gether to run better, more efficiently. 
I knew that I wanted to become a 
doctor to help people live healthier, 
helping their bodies run better and 
live more fulfilling lives. 

“T attended medical school at a 
time when the field of medicine was 
rapidly evolving. I trained under 
some of the world’s best doctors — 
those whose efforts created the field 
of medicine as we know it today. At 
New York Medical College, followed 
by advanced training at Northshore 
LIJ and subsequently Westchester 
Medical Center, I learned many of 


the laparoscopic techniques that we

Buchin and his family reside in 
Huntington, just down the road from 
their practice, located at 224 Wall 
Street in Huntington.
